Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejecgtion. Applicants argue that gene 
therapy first, then subsequently using enzyme replacement therapy would be non-obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art, and the postfiling Ziegler and Barbon references teach unexpected development of immune tolerance toward 
expressed alpha-galactosidase A by using gene therapy. Examiner pointed out that it would be obvious to combine 
gene therapy and enzyme replacement therapy, regardless of the order of administration, according the the teachings 
of prior art, and the unexpected result is limited to a particulat AAV vector used. Applicants may submit amendment to 
overcome the 103(a) rejection. 
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
